It is very true that the University 
is the centre of new thought and ex- 
periment and it should be.

But if the purposes of 
a university are to train men to be 
men, and to affiird an oppirliinily to 
those interestcil to acipiiro Uni>w 
ledge, it would seem that these pur 
poses would be best ssrvcd by the ell 
mination of the compulsory atten 
dsncc rule.
